The ANA has issued a Press Release alerting its 
members to a new law that will go into effect in 
2012, and urging them to support a Senate and a 
House Bill which would eliminate its provisions. 

~ Under the law, part of the health care reform 
legislation, business will be required to report all 
goods and services purchased in excess of $600 with 
an IRS 1099 Form. This would require any dealer 
buying numismatic items in excess of $600 from a 
client to file the form, which includes that client’s 
personal information. Not only would this create 
quite a lot of new paperwork for even small and 
medium sized dealers, but it creates new possibilities 
for the dissemination of sellers’ personal information 
to unauthorized parties, leading to identity theft. 


The ANA is urging members to write to their 
Senators and Congressmen in support of HR 5141 
and S. 3578, both of which would repeal this part of 
the health care reform act.
